DAVE PENNEY — MANAGER Dave joined Rovers in 1998 as a 
player, quickly gaining the captaincy to lead the side by example. 
After briefly taking the reins along with senior player Mark Atkins 
when lan Snodin was sacked, he assumed the managerial role — this 
time in a full capacity, following the departure of Steve Wignall in 
January 2002. He guided Rovers to finish 4" in the Conference last 
season — going one place better this season, winning two “manager 
of the month” awards along the way. 


STUART NELSON Stuart joined the Rovers towards the end of the 
2001/02 season after dropping out of the professional game, but has 
had to settle for being Andy Warringtons’ deputy for most of this 
season. 


SIMON MARPLES Signed from Stocksbridge Steels in September 
1999, Simon is an attacking night wing back with superb pace 
enabling him to deliver telling crosses. An England semi-professional 


player. 


DAVID MORLEY Dave joined the Rovers after being released by 
Oxford United last summer. Past clubs include Manchester City (as a 
youth player), Southend, Carlisle and Ayr Utd. Although most 
performances have been as a central defender, David has played his 
recent games at right back. 





FRANCIS TIERNEY Francis joined the Rovers in March 2001 
following six seasons at Crewe. A talented winger who likes to cut 
inside and shoot for goal, “Franny” suffered an Achilles injury last 
August which threatened to end his season — happily a quick 
recovery saw him return several weeks ago. 


JAMIE PATERSON Jamie joined the Rovers on a “Bosman” from 
Halifax Town in August 2000, and was voted Player of the Year by 
supporters last season. Amongst the goals again this season, he 
continues to provide artistry and guile in the Rovers midfield. 


ANDY WATSON Andgy joined the Rovers from non-league Garforth 
Town in March 1999, but his first team opportunities have often been 
limited by injury. An exciting winger of the old school, on his day he 
can leave defenders in his wake with his runs down the wing. 


TRISTRAM WHITMAN Pacy Tristram joined Rovers from Arnold 
Town three years ago, with his speed and close control continually 
causing problems for opposing sides. After converting to a wide 
midfield role, his recent games have been in his more favoured 
strikers’ position. 


JAMIE PRICE Although missing most of this season by injury, Jamie 
has now returned to fitness. A former youth team player, Jamie has 
taken his first team chances well and a bright future is in store for this 


versatile player. 


WARREN PEYTON Warren joined the Rovers in December 2002 
from Nuneaton, and has played for the England semi-pro XI earlier 
this season. 


KEITH FOY Keith is a former Ireland Youth International signed on a 
short-term contract from Nottingham Forest in February 2003. He 
normally plays at full-back.

STEVEN HAWES 23 year old signed from Altrincham last summer. 
An ex-Sheffield United player is also a Semi-Pro International. He 
was the youngest player to sign for Sheffield United in the 
Premiership. 


MARK BARNARD Left Back, in his second spell at the Tigers. 
Signed from Northwich last summer, previous clubs include 
Doncaster Rovers and Darlington. 


DARREN ROBERTS 31-year-old centre forward, signed from 
Tamworth last year. A prolific goal scorer wherever he has played. 
Previous clubs include Scarborough, Darlington and Burton. 


DAVE McCARTHY 29 year old, signed in January 2002 from 
Hucknall Town where he was ever present foe seven years. 


ADAM MULLER 20 year old joined the Tigers from Sheffield 
Wednesday after a loan spell two years ago. 


DONCASTER ROVERS F.C. 





It is now five years since Doncaster Rovers went through the trauma 
of relegation from Division Three. That season, full of doom and 
gloom, ended with Rovers supporters not knowing whether there 
would be a club to support in the Conference. Fortunately life-long 
fan John Ryan moved in to buy the club in August 1998, and 
appointed popular former player lan Snodin as his first manager. 
With just a fortnight to assemble a team, having inherited a club with 
just four players and not even a football, it was perhaps a wonder in 
itself that Rovers had enough players to take part in their inaugural 
Conference fixture at Dover Athletic. 


since then it has been a gradual progression of building at all levels 
of the club, with the youth policy already paying dividends with Paul 
Green and Robert Gill working their way through into the first team 
squad this season. Survival was the name of the game in that first 
Conference season, with the club languishing at, or near, the bottom 
of the table for an agonisingly long time. The highlight of that season 
was the victory in the final of the Endsleigh Trophy — a competition 
they won again the following season. Although the Snodin brothers, 
lan and Glynn, departed the club after relegation threatened in a 
second season, another ex-player — Steve Wignall — took over the 
managerial reins and consolidated Rovers’ position. Despite a 
crippling injury list and an unhealthy number of draws, Wignall left 
the club as a cost-cutting measure around sixteen months ago, with 
popular Rovers midfielder Dave Penney taking over to take Rovers 
to a third place finish this season, and a place in the Nationwide 
Conference play-offs. 


The Rovers side that takes part tonight will be influenced by the 
players which have been selected over the last few days for the play- 
Offs, and (hopefully after the two semi-final legs against Chester) by 
the prospect of a final at Stoke on Saturday. 


Doncaster Rovers began life in 1879, with the first match under that 
name being against Rawmarsh on October 3. They won their first 
trophy in 1890/1, the season they first joined the Midland Alliance 
Legue, when they beat Sheffield United at Bramall Lane in the 
Sheffield & Hallamshire Challenge Cup. Their first season in the 
Football League came in 1901/2 (when they finished 7" in Division 2 


_ the highest finish in the club's history), although they only spent a 
total of three seasons in two separate spells before World War |. A 
return to the Football League in 1923/4 was eclipsed by promotion to 
Division Two just before the outbreak the Second World War, but on 
resumption of action, they won the Division Three (North) 
Championship with 7/2 points — a record points haul which stood until 
beaten by Lincoln City in the 1980's. A long run in Division Two in the 
4950's, guided by player/manager Peter Doherty, came to an end at 
the end of the decade with a sudden slide to Division Four — with 
Rovers remaining in Divisions 3 and 4 until relegation to the 
Conference in 1998. 


A renaissance came in the 1980's, with the appointment of former 
Leeds United and Scotland midfielder Billy Bremner as manager, 
with the Rovers youth policy producing lan and Glynn Snodin, Rufus 
Brevett, Mark Rankine, Paul Raven, Steve Gaughan, and Brian 


Deane. 


Things looked bleak in the 1990’s when an administration order 
meant the club was run on a shoestring by “benefactor” Ken 
Richardson, with the 1997/98 season seeing Rovers playing many 
junior players as they minimised costs in an attempt to survive. That 
season saw Rovers win just four times, and concede over 100 goals, 
finishing bottom of Division Four by 15 points. 


The progress from the dark days of early 1998 are clear to see for all 
Rovers fans, and with the club bidding not only fo gain promotion 
back to the Football League, but also to register a hat-trick of 
victories in the Sheffield & Hallamshire Senior Challenge Cup. 


WORKSOP TOWN F.C. 





Worksop Town F.C. has been established since 1861 making it one 
of the oldest clubs still in existence. 


Over the last decade Worksop Town F.C. have had to struggle to 
make it to where they are today. Eleven years ago the club had to 
move from council land in the heart of Worksop and start from 
scratch on wasteland on the outskirts. With the help of loyal 
supporters and volunteers the homeless “Tigers” built their new 
home on Sandy Lane which has seen them grow in strength ever 
since. 


Worksop Town F.C. was one of the founder members of the Northern 
Premier league in the 1967-68 season. They have moved up and 
down the leagues but the 1990-91 season saw Worksop finish third 
place in the first division and things have only got better since. They 
gained promotion to the Premier Division in the 1998-99 season with 
the help of the current management team of Paul Mitchell, Pete 
Rinkcavage and now the retired Danny Hauge. They have also had 
their best run in the F.A. Trophy two seasons ago reaching the 
quarterfinals. 


Last season was one of Worksop’s most memorable when for the 
first time since 1955-56 they reached the first round proper of The 
F.A. Cup. Bournemouth away was a tough tie but Worksop were not 
disgraced and did the Town proud. They were knocked out by 
Bournemouth but still held their heads high and went on to win the 
aes cup competition and finish a very respectable third in the 
eague. 


The current squad is one of the strongest Worksop Town F.C. have 
ever had and hopefully the club will be pushing for bigger and better 
success in the not too distant future.
